Cromwell: Thesd AY, December 30, 1879, 



Wb and our readers shall soon take leave of 
the Year of Grace, 1879. Steady old Time 
has nearly completed the eighth decade of 
the current century. Man’s contrivances 
ripen into results, with, less delay every year, 
but Time itself holds on its leisurely ooursa, 
neither forced nor frightened into haste to 
suit the surrounding speed! The year that 
has nearly run itself out has been an eventful 
one to Great Britain and the whole empire. 
Russia and England have kept the peace to- 
wards each other, and that is all. The Czar 
still feels that he has a talent for dealing 
with the assets of the "sick man” of the 
Bast, and no doubt weald have thrown down 
the gauntlet before this if he could have 
been sure how the lists would fill up on both 
sides. Uncertainty in this and an empty 
purse still muzzle the Russian Bear, and the 
peace of Europe goes on. The year has also 
witnessed strife and bloody struggle at the 
Cape and with the Afghans. In the wretched 
struggle with the Cape savages the ex- 
Bmpress. Euoenie lost her only son — the 
heir of a great name, and most men thought 
the heir of a great future. But his second 
“ baptism of fire” proved as fatal as the first 
was harmless. He is gone, with all the 
infinite possibilities that were in him and for 
him. The Princess Alice has been removed 
from a circle to which her many virtues had 
long ende.ared her, and, British loyalty ex- 
pressed itself from all parts of the world. 
The year at Home has been in point of 
weather altogether exceptional ; crops in many 
of the low-lying counties were under jvater, 
and the stormful weather on the coast proved 
fatal to many of our countrymen. Scotland 
is still suffering from the Glasgow Bank dis- 
aster. 1879 will be a year long remembered 
by thousands of the best members of society 
in Scotland. The swindling directors left 
prison lately as if ropes were round their 
necks, and the shadow of the gallows was on 
their p.ath ; they wisely lost no time in 
putting a safe distance between themselves 
and their victims. Borne Rule and high 
rents have been stirring Irish society to the 
very core. Some of the leaders seem rashly 
bent on courting martyrdom for the cause, 
but the British Government will prevent this 
as long as possible, and willy it is to be 
hoped, institute wise measures to meet the 
urgencies of the occasion. 

Nor has the closing year been without its 
importance to ourselves in New Zealand. 
Politically, it began with Sir George Gbey 
at the head of what was thought a strong 
Government ; but it was seen to be im- 
possible that he should remain there. The 
cool, heartfelt contempt with which he 
despised his colleagues, and his arrogant and 
autocratic bearing brought things to a crisis, 
and the late general elections confirmed the 
necessity for placing the power in other 
and abler hands. The five-million loan has 
become an established fact, and twice that 
sum might have been obtained if needful— a 
Government that gave promise of stability 
and honest administration raised the credit 
of our colony with the Home capitalists. 
The year too has been marked by a change 
in the governing head of the colony. Sir H. 
Robinson has come among us, and is becom- 
ing popular with all classes. With a wise 
and experienced Governor, and a Cabinet 
having at heart the welfare and good credit 
of our adopted country there is promise that 
the future will redeem some of the miserable 
failures of the governing powein during 1878- 
79. 

Drawing nearer home, the wounds and 
scars which the last year’s flood inflicted are 
rapidly passing .away, giving powerful proof 
of the buoyancy of our resources and the 
self-reliance of our people. In onr own im- 
mediate district, it is to be remarked that 
trade has been somewhat dull and employ- 
ment scarce, notwithstanding the efl'orts of 
local authorities to relieve the latter cause of 
depression, and as a consequence it is pro- 
bable that our population has slightly de- 
creased during tl',3 year. Although not 
coming much to the surface, there is evidence 
that the mining resources of the Cromwell 
distriotarenotdiminishing, but ratherineveas- 
ing in value and stability, thereby maintain- 
ing the premier position wo have long hold 
on the Otago Goldfields. Agricultural settle- 
ment, though progressing slowly, is making 
tin uncertain strides, and that the adv.anco- 
ment of this important industry is not greater 
in this district is due in the main to the 
studied disregard of the authorities to the 
necessity for opening suitable country on a 
liberal system. 



In closing our duties for another year, it is 
matter for congratulation that the health of 
onr community has been unusually good, and 
looking back during the past five years it is 
pleasant to reflect that the number of 
familiar faces that have departed from among 
us is, fewer than before. This refleotion will 
no doubt .enhance the pleasures ' of the 
approaching festivities, and we sincerely 
desire that all bur friends may enjoy a very

The Tipperary Co., Macctown, has declared a

The Opera company played "Carmen” last 
night to a crowded house. 

At the City Police Court this morning James 
Midgley and Thomas Curren were charged with 
stabbing Elisha Harris early this morning.

As be went to hit Midgley be stabbed 
him in the breast. Both men then went aw.ay. 
They have been formally remanded till Wednes- 
day. 

A repetition of Friday’s rioting is threatened 
on New Year’s eve at Timaru. The Otago con- 
tingent of police remains there, and it' is rumored 
the Duuedin Naval Brigade is told off for duty. 
The Roman Catholic priests, in speaking from 
their pulpits, vigorously denounce the agitation. 
Timaru telegrams say the authorities are taking 
all precautions, and will be fully prepared to 
protect the Or.angemen it they march. The feel- 
ing of the townspeople strongly favors the 
Orangemen, because they have never attempted 
to interfere with catholics in their processions. 
The conduct of the Inspector of Police in not 
ordering the arrest of offenders is generally con- 
demned. The clergyman of the Catholic Church 
(? at Timaru) yesterday animadverted severely 
on the conduct of the rioters, and asked all who 
would promise not to take part iu similar pro- 
ceedings on_ New Year’s D.ay to hold up their 
bauds. It is said that only three hands were 
held up. 

Tewaley’s was a large funeral. The body was 
carried to the grave by ten of the pilot service. 

Fourteen rioters of Christchurch have been 
further remandod. 

Thirteen cases are down for trial at the 
criminal sessions next week.

Christohnreh on Boxing-Day. The Oddfellows 
Foresters, and Orangemen had formed a pro- 
cession to march to the sports ; hut before 
starting a crowd of 500, chiefly Irish, collected 
and surrounded the Orangemen. A strong body 
of police endeavored to protect the latter by 
forming a line across the street, but the mob 
rushed past, intercepted the Orangemen, about 
40 in number, and drove them back into the 
Forresters’ Hall. There was a great deal of 
yelling. Some of the Orange officers drew their 
swords, but sheathed them again, at the com- 
mand of the police. Mr Beetham, Resident 
Magistrate, read the Riot Act ; and the Catholics 
still making demonstrations, the police charged, 
and scattered them -with difficulty. Directly 
the row commenced all the public-houses were 
closed for the day. The excitement increased 
as the day wore on, and the feeling against the 
Catholics reached boiling point. The Orange- 
men summoned their friends from all parts of 
the district, and numbers of people who have no 
interest with either side assembled in the 
streets to check the Catholics if they interfere 
again. The Volunteers were on duty. Thera 
is no knowing what the result of the riot will be, 
aa nearly half the popnUtion of the district are 
Irish, about a third of whom are Orangemen,

In opening our report of the Cromwell 
Races for 1879 we confess to being slightly at 
a loss how to begin in style somewhat original. 
For the two preceding annual meetings we 
almost exhausted our power of language in 
describing the success achieved, and it takes 
a more facile pen than we can boast to do 
the same for a third time without using 
nearly identical language. Between this and 
and last year there were many features in 
common — both gatherings were characterised 
by splendid contests for the chief events, 
evidencing good judgment on the part of the 
handioappers, and the management through- 
out on the part of the stewards was simply 
faultless. But in some other important re- 
spects the proceedings of last week 'were 
highly favorable as compared with the meet- 
ing of ’78. First, and certainly the most 
essential feature was the magnificent weather 
that prev.ailed throughout the holidays — for 
as a matter of fact the last three days of the 
week were entirely devoted to pleasure 
throughout the district. Not during the 
present season have we been favored with 
such glorious weather, and to this must in a 
great measure be attributed the high degree 
of success to be recorded, and the large com- 
pany of residents .and visitors who appeared 
on the course. At no previous races here 
within the past five years have we seen such 
a great crowd as congregated on Friday, and 
although S,aturday showed a lesser numbor, 
yet it w.as fully up to what we have remarked 
at the first — always the chief — day at previous 
gatherings within the period specified. Com- 
pared, too, with last year, when heavy rains 
fell, the course was in splendid order, as will 
appear from the time set against some of the 
events. Another speciality that popularised 
this meeting in a marked manner was the 
Cromwell Derby, a race instituted since lass

^ear, and one which promises to be a lead- 
ing feature in future programmes of the 
Cromwell Club. The idea arose out of the 
Architect Stakes last year, which proved so 
great an attraction, and it is pleasing to 
record that one of the progeny of. Mr 
Lough nan’s horse has had the honor of 
carrying off the first Cromwell Derby. Alto- 
gether the officers and members of the Club 
are to be congratulated on the entire success 
of their efforts to give satisfaction to the 
public ; and it is to be hoped that, in the 
encouragement of such efforts in the fitture, 
the people will respond in liberal fashion, 
and thus bring the Cromwell Jockey Club 
. Baces to be recognised as the leading meeting 
out of Dunedin — a position it is even now 
fast approaching. 

Reverting more particularly to the racing 
itself, we think it right, while remarking, 
generally, that most of the trained horses 
were in good form, to particularly notice Mr 
M'Kenna’s string as being specially forward. 
We have had occasion previously to say a 
word of praise in favor of our spirited sport- 
ing citizen’s trainer, George Fraser, and we 
are sure no one a judge of fitness in a horse 
will think these remarks invidious or un- 
deserved. That £130 in stakes fell to Mr 
M'Kennaisno bad evidence that bis cattle 
were well looked after. Haricot’s perform- 
ance this year was something of a disappoint- 
ment, especially as so many local residents 
had pinned their faith on him ; but it was 
evident he had met more than his match in 
the speedy and staying son of Elswick, 
owned by Mr Walsh, who carried oft both 
handicaps without distressing himself. The 
going of Architect in the Grand Stand was 
generally admired, and had he been let out 
earlier in the race it is not improbable a 
different record would have been noted. He 
is a grand galloper, and goes as free as an 
antelope. , His son Concrete too looked well, 
and although he only ran into third place in 
the Derby his after performances proved that 
he has inherited a good portion of his sire’s 
qualities. Four out of the five starters for 
the ^ Derby were Architects, the fifth, 
Partidge’s Idlegirl, placed second, being a 
fine upstanding filly by the renowned Knot- 
tingly. She has all the appearance of a 
racer, and will yet make her mark on the 
turf. Indeed, there is promise that each 
succeeding year will see Goldflelds-bred stock 
take a prominent position at our race-meet- 
ings, and perhaps with success go farther 
afieid, looking at the reputable sires that are 
now stationed up-country. 

These remarks would be incomplete with- 
out special notice of three officers of the 
Club, who performed their responsible duties 
with great satisfaction, namely, Mr Jolly as 
iiidge, Mr Dawkins as starter, and Mr Jas. 
Smith, clerk of the course. The close atten- 
tion paid by these gentlemen to their re- 
spective duties had not a little to do with the 
harmony that pervaded — no protest or dis- 
pute of any kind arising during the meeting. 
The booth and refreshment department were 
in the hands of Mr Perriam, of Lowbum, 
and the liberal provision made to supply the 
best of both fluid and solid requirements 
fully warranted the large amount of patron- 
age received. The servitors were plentiful, 
civil and obliging, leaving no cause for com- 
plaint in their" departments. Altogether, as 
already remarked, the meeting was one 
pleasii^ to look-.back upon, and we can only 
hope that future gatherings may, at least, be 
equal in all respects to that of 1879.

Much credit 
is also due to Mr G. B. Douglas, the con- 
tractor, and Mr R. Watson, the engineer in 
charge. Mr Watson has already given proof 
of his efficiency as an engineer, by the 
erection of the All Nation’s machine, which 
has now successfully withstood the change- 
able weather of the mountain region about 
Macetown for three seasons. The affair was 
enlivened by speeches suggested by the 
event, and varied by a display of interest in 
the newly-christened mechanical infant which 
was perhaps not acceptable to all concerned. 
The Christmas cake of the Tipperary, which 
was one month in manipulation, amounted 
to 8 OO 0 Z of retorted gold, from about 500 
tons of quartz. With the addition of the 
new machinery, this company will give its 
Bendigo rival in your district a tight race 
as the most productive gold mine in Otago.

Latest news from Afghanistan states th.at 
General Stewart has been despatch with a strong 
force to Candahar for the purpose of relieving 
General Roberts.

It was a 
distressingly painful exhibition. 

At Mr Wentworth’s sale at Greyslanes, 
N.S.W., recently, Mr Clibborn sold Golds- 
borough to the Hon. James White for lEOO 
guineas; Chrysolite to Mr .John Hales, for 
1020 guineas ; and Friday’s sister to Mr W. 
A. Long, for 750 guineas. 

The Waimate town clerk’s office,, books, 
seal, Ac., were seized by the bailiff the 
other day on account of the Council refusing 
to pay the charges of the late town clerk .and 
returning oflicer in connection with the con- 
stitution of the borough.^ \ * 

The Freemasons of Napier, instead of 
holding a banquet on’ St. John’s Day, will 
attend church on Sunday, when each member 
ia expected to put into the offertory the 
guinea ordinarily spent on a dinner. The 
money is to be devoted to the hospital. 

According to present appear.anees, Mr 
Walter, once more Mayor of Dunedin, is 
likely to hold this much coveted appointment 
only pro tern. Not only have the united 
Councillors voted the munificent salary of 
one pound per annum, hut an extensively 
signed requisition, asking him to resign, ia 
also being circulated. 

That was not a bad story in connection 
with the Wantabadgery outrage which in- 
troduced the irrepressible insurance agent on 
the scene. He was there, and after the 
shooting was over in cold blood, a doctor 
being present— in an insurance sense — he 
took the life of one of the constables. This 
was business. 

In answer to a question put by Mr Turn-

A Sydney telegram, dated 21st inst., says 
that two Chinamen were recently discovered 
in a suburb of Sydney afflicted with leprosy. 
One was poisoned, and it is supposed he 
committed suicide. The other was taken 
away to La Perouse, close to the landing- 
place of the New Zealand cable, and put in 
a tent near the beach. The place is a 
favorite picnic ground, and great indignation 
is manifested by the cable and custom-house 
people. There, is great alarm, as the disease 
is of a most loathsome form. 

A fearful accident occurred on the Wel- 
lington tramway on Tuesday last, a young 
man named James Robinson, a cadet em- 
ployed in the Telegraph Department, being 
killed instantaneously. It appears that de- 
ceased was riding in the first carriage, and 
on attempting to get off was thrown 
under the wheels. The body was fearfully 
mangled, one leg and one arm being 
broken, and portions of the chest, be- 
sides several parts of the head, being com- 
pletely smashed. Immediately the accident 
Was observed the tram was stopped, and medi- 
cal assistance procured, but of no avail, life 
being extinct. Robinson was 19 years of 
age, and universally respected. The accident 
cast quite a gloom over the town. The 
parents of deceased live in Dunedin. 

The Government has now about 800 well- 
drilled Constabulary on the West Co.ast. 
Early in the New Year orders will be given 
for this force to cross the territory on to the 
Waimate Plains, when road making will be 
at once commenced. Should the Natives not 
resist, the survey of the Plains will be re- 
sumed under the protection of the Constabu- 
lary, and village settlements will be laid out 
and occupied. The Native Minister and 
probably another Minister will be on the 
spot to deal with emergencies as they arise. 
The utmost care will be taken for the pro- 
tection of the out-settlers. It is deemed 
highly probable that precautionary steps 
will be taken to prevent any hostile demon- 
stration from Farihaka, which will most 
likely be occupied. 

A shocking accident is reported by the 
Advocate to have occurred at Daylesford 
recently. Several persons were amusing 
themselves with fireworks, in celebration of 
Nov. 5th, when a man named William 
Cook, thinking to Create a little diversion 
among the occupants of the bar parlor of the 
Royal 'Hotels, carried in one of the large 
squibs, called’,*!' cannon rockets,” and, having 
lighted it, placed it in a glass. Apparently 
wishing to make the exhibition a little more 
sensational. Cook snatched the squib out of 
the tumbler while it was fizzing, and placed 
it in his mouth, amidst the laughter of a 
number of persons who were present, none 
of them apparently being aware of its power 
of exploding. After fizzing for a few seconds, 
it exploded with terrific effect. The sufferer 
fell back on the sofa, covering his mouth 
with his hands, and almo.st immediately 
after a stream of blood flowed from his 
mouth. It was soon seen that he was severely 
injured, as he could not speak. On examina- 
tion it was found that the efl'eot of the 
explosion had been to tear the unfortunate 
man’s tongue to pieces, from its point to the 
root, and severely lacerated his cheeks, 
besides blowing one of the largest of bis 
back teeth out. The whole of his mouth was 
also severely burned. 



A HORSEWHIPPING GASH.

At the Bflsidcnt Magistrate's Court yesterday 
(says the Weis Zenland Tivlcl of lOth inat.) 
Frederick White was o'targed with assmltiug 
Withers C. Watts nu the 4th lust,, hy striking 
him with a whip, Mr (rordon Allan appeared 
in support of the information, and Mr Edwards 
for defendant, who pleaded Justification for the 
assault. 

Mr Allan having opened the ease, the evidence 
of oomplainant was taken to the effect that he 
was private secretary to the Untler-Seoretary for 
Public Works, and was the seenhd son of Dr 
Watts. Ho had a brother Samuel, who was 25 
years of age, and had been a clerk in the Go- 
vernment Insurance Office, at a salary of £176 
per .".nnum, Samuel Watts had been engaged 
to Miss White, sister of defendant. He was 
now in Melbourne, and had given witness per- 
mission to open his letters in his absence. On 
2nd December a letter came addressed to Mr 
Watts, and witness opened it. It was a Jeweller’s 
bill for L17 odd, including a pair of diamond 
earings for Ll5 15s, These things witness’s 
brother Samuel had given to Miss White, and 
witness had seen the latter wearing them. 
Witness turned the corner down, anti wrote on 
it, as near as he. could remember, as follows 
“ I forward you this account, addressed to me 
in error. I am thus made more perfectly 
acquainted how far your acceptance of clothes 
and jewellery, Ac., has been the cause of my 
brother’s distress ami troubles.” This account, 
with his memo., he then sent to Mias White, 
Witness's brother had been in pecuniary diffli- 
oulties for some time, and was afraid of being 
arrested at the time the jewellery was purchased. 
His father had been put to great distress in 
consequence of his extravagance. On the 4th 
inst., witness left the office and was going down 
Lambton qnay, carrying 40 rounds of ammuni- 
tion and a parcel. When opposite Barrett’s 
Hotel he was in conversation with Mr Short, 
when the defendant came up and laid hold of 
him, saying, “You sent that letter to ray 
sister.” He then struck witness several blows 
with a horsewhip across the face. , He guarded 
the blows a-s well as he could, but did not make 
any attempt to retaliate. He had to go to Dr 
Harding in consequence of his injuriaa. In cross- 
examination hy Mr Edwards, witness said he 
believed his brother was still engaged to M iss 
White. He had heard that the lady was in 
delicate health, but he thought she was better. 
He did not mean his letter to give offence, and 
his father approved of what he wrote. The 
assault took place on the 4th, two days after 
the letter was sent. Defendant could have 
found him if be desired any explanation. 

Dr Harding gave evidence to the effect tbit 
the injuries complainant bad received consisted 
of a black eye, a cut across the temple, and 
several bruises. 

For the defence, Mr Edwards contended that 
the provocation had been great, and that the 
complainant, whom he spoke of as a *' brat of a 
hoy,” deserved what he got for sentiing such an 
insolent memo, to a laily in itelicate health. A 
short time ago such a thing would have been 
productive of a duel. The letter was premeditated, 
and the castigation was well merited. He hoped 
the Bench wnubl onme to the oonolusion that 
the punishmen t complainant had received ‘ 'served 
him right.” 

The Bench considered that the defendant had 
receiverl great provocation, but he had no right 
to take the law in his own hands. They would 
fine him 5s, and order each party to pay his own 
costs. 

Defendant’s fine and costs were at once sub- 
scribed in Court by his sympathisers.

Mammoth Men. 



The Bible says “there were giants In those 
days,” and it mentions several oases of giants, 
as the Rephaims, the Anakims, the Emims, the 
Zonzonims ami others. 

Profane historians also mention giants ; they 
gave 7ft of height to Hercules, their first hero, 
and in out day we have seen men 8ft high. The 
giant who was show-n in Rouen in 1836 measured 
8ft some inches. The Emperor Maxiraia was of 
that size ; Shekiiis and Ploterus, physicians of 
the last century, saw several of th.it stature, 
and Goropius saw a girl who was 10ft high. 

The body of Orestes, according to the Greeks, 
was 114 ft. The giant Galabro, brought from 
Arabia to Rome under Claudius Cmsar, was 
nearly 10ft, and the bones of Seoondilla and 
Puflo, keepers of the gardens of Sallust, were 
but Cin. shorter. 

Farnum, a Scotchman, who lived at the time 
of Eugene the Second, King of Scotland, mea- 
sured 114 ft, and Jacob Maire, ia his voyage to 
the Straits of Magellan, reports that on the 17th 
day of December, 1615, they found at Port 
Desire several graves covered with stones, and, 
having the curiosity to remove the stones, they 
found human skeletons 10ft long and some lift, 

(These seem to be well authenticated coses, 
and there are others, some of which are in- 
rcedihle ) 

The Chevalier Soory, in his voyage to the 
Peak of Teneriffe, says they found in one of the 
sepulchral caverns of that mountain the head 
of a Gannche which had SO teeth, and that the 
body was not less than I5ft long. 

The giant Ferragus, who was slain by Or- 
lando, nephew of Charlemange, was 18ft high. 

Riolnnd, a celebrated anatomist, who wrote in 
1814, says tlmt some years before, there was to 
be seen in the suburbs of St. Germain the tnmb 
of the giant Isorct, who was 20ft high. 

January 11, 1813, masons digging near the 
ruins of a castle in Dauphiae, in a field which 
by tradition had long been called the Giant’s 
Field, at the depth of 18ft discovered a brick 
tomb 30ft long, I2ft wide, and 8ft high, on 
which was a gray stone with the words “Theuto- 
hochus Rex ” engraved thereon. When the 
tomb was opened they found a human skeleton 
entire 20Jtt high, 18ft wide across the shoulders 
and 5ft deep from the hreast-bone to the hack. 
His feet were .about the size of the feet of an 
ox, .and his shin-bone measured 4ft. 

_ Near Mezarina, io Sicily, 1515, was found a 
giant 30ft high. His lie, id was the size of a 
hogshead (7), and each of his teeth weighed five 
ounces. 

Near Palermo, in the valley of Mazara, in 



Sicily, skeleton of a giant 30ft long was foiifid 
in the year 1548, and another 33ft hiuh in 1.550 ; 
and many curious persons have preserved several 
of these gigantic bones. 

The Athenians found Hear their city two 
fnnious skeletons, one 34ft and the other 36ft 
high. 

At Totu, in Roherata, in 758, was found a 
skeleton the head of which could scarcely be 
encompassed by the arms of two men together, 
and wnose legs, which they still keep in the 
castle of that city, were 26ft long. 

The skull of the giant found in Macedonia, 
September, 1671, held 2101b of corn. The 
celebrated Sir Hans Sloane, who treated this 
matter very learnedly, does not doubt these 
facta, but thinks the hones were those of 
elephants, whales or other enormous animals. 
Elephants' bones may be shown for those of 
gi.ants, hut they can never impose on connoiseurs. 
Whales, which try their immense hulk are more 
properly to be substituted for the largest giants, 
have neither arms nor legs ; and the head of that 
animal has not the least resemblance to that of 
a man. If it be true, therefore, that a great 
number of the gigantic hones which we have 
mentioned have been seen by anatomists, and 
have by them been reputed real human bones, 
the existence of giants is proved.

Not many miles from Shasta City ia the gulch 
of which the following mining story is told : — 

It is a pretty deep ravine, with rnok.s showing 
all the way up the aides. Gold in paying 
quantities had been found along the stream, but 
it seemed to disappear a few feet from the 
channel. One day, while a g.ang of busy men 
were toiling in the stream, a stranger, evnlently 
green at mining, came along and leaned nn r.agged 
elbows to watch, with protniding eyes, the re- 
sults of their toil, The miner nearest him took 
out a five-dnilar nugget, and anxiety overcame 
the greenhorn, 

“Sa-a-y,” he asked, “where can 1 go to 
diggiii’ to find it likoth.at?” 

The hardy miner stopped his work, and giving 
the wink to all the boys, so that the joke should 
not be lust, pointed up on the barren rocks 
where no gold had ever been found. “You see 
that rough-lookin’ place? ” 

“Yes, yes,” said the new hand. 

“Well, thar it is rich. Jes ye stake out a 
claim, an’ go ter work, an' when we finish here 
we'll come up, too.” 

Then the new hand thanked the honest miner, 
and the boys all grinned appreciation of the 
joke. 

That afternoon there was a solitary figure 
picking away on the slope, and every time the 
miners looked up they roared with laughter.
